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Aruba Ports Authority Completes 
Bidding Process: Container Port to Move 

to Barcadera

With great satisfaction Aruba 
Ports Autlionty N.V Director 
Alfonso Boekhoudt an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 13, tire final phase of 
the tender process has been 
completed for relocating 
Aruba's container harbor to 
Barcadera, on the south side 
of ihe island After careful 
review and completion of the 
customary bidding proce¬ 
dures, the work can now 
begin. Tire project will have 
an initial cast of 113.5QD,0D0 
Arubian florins (US $ 62 mil¬ 
lion dollars) with a final con¬ 
tracted cast of 12 B, 000,0 DO ta 
complete, including the cost 
of design, construction, fi¬ 
nance, maintain, operate, and 
transfer to the Multi-Cargo 
Sea Terminal at Barcadera 
Tire lmtiaL concept of 
moving Aruba's container 
harbor from Oranjestad to 
Barcadera dates back to the 
1S90, explained APA Direc¬ 
tor Boekhoudt, originally 
proposed by the PM of the 
time, Hennv Email. 


The completion of the 
project requires a great deal 
more than simply moving of 
the container port, as the port 
area of Barcadera needed to 
be renovated and upgraded 
sufficiently The APA began 
with the first tender process 
for the concession contract 
publicized on February 15th, 
2011. After careful review 
and evaluation, the contract 
was awarded to the local 
company Aruba Stevedoring 
Company (ASTEC) NY 
which was represented at the 
announcement by Mr. 
Michael De L'Isle. The proj¬ 
ect will be implemented as a 
Public Private Partnership 
(PPP) under the Landlord 
Model Tire concessionaire 
will be responsible for tire in¬ 
vestments in terminal infra¬ 
structure, labor, and 

operational activities. 

The second public tender 
w T as announced on February 
1 st, 2013 for the refurbishing 
of the existing quay wall and 
the installation of anchors. 


bollards, fendering, and a 
separate on-land-mooring- 
dolphin, the construction of a 
new quay wall extension, and 
the placement of breasting 
dolphins Other activities 
consisting of dredging and 
construction of a scour pro¬ 
tection at the sea bottom 
fronting the quey was also 
part of the total scape of 
work On September 11th , 
2013 APA accepted the pro¬ 
posal o f th e Am en c an Bn dg e 
company, which will be 
working with the local com¬ 
panies ALB Q/Arab aanse 
Wegenbouw Maatschappij to 
complete this work. Both 
companies were represented 
by Mr W. D. (Bob) Wind and 
Mr Folkert van der Woude, 
resp ectiveiy 

The port's vision is to re¬ 
alize a project assures long 
term sustainability. Mr. Greg 
Peterson, Director of Aruba's 
Freezone, was present, as tins 
commercial park is now lo¬ 
cated adjacent to where the 
new container terminal will 


he. He explained how crucial 
the logistics of the Container 
Harbar/Freezone/ and Airp ort 
Cargo receiving trade triangle 
will expedite import and ex¬ 
port to and from Aruba, and 
the vital importance for di¬ 
ver si fi cati on o f Arub a’s eca n- 
amy towards its continued 
growth 

"Moving tire container 
harbor to the San Nicolas 
Port was an idea put out 
there, and the authorities in¬ 
volved, and myself, were 
very enthusiastic about this," 
commented Mr Peterson. 
“However, after a thorough 
investigation revealed it 
would have been triple the 
cost to make the San Nicoals 
harbor usable aver Bar¬ 
cadera, as well as the compli¬ 
cation of Valero deploying it 
as a transshipment station,, it 
was confirmed relocating to 
Barcadera was our most opti¬ 
mal course of action " 

The moving of the con¬ 
tainer harbor is expected to 
generate new opportunities 


far the port and the Freezone 
This will also precipitate the 
b e auti fi c ati on o f the fa rm er 
container harbor area in 
Oranjestad far the enhance¬ 
ment of the island's tourism 
product. The plan includes 
exp ansio n of Arub a" s crui se 
port in Oranjestad, winch will 
b e able to undergo the neces¬ 
sary development to accom- 
modatemore cruise ships and 
visitors, which will further 
generate revenue m several 
sectors 

The container harbor proj¬ 
ect was cited as one of the 
largest industrial undertak¬ 
ings for Arub a during the last 
two decades, finally realized 
after almost tw T o decades 
from when it was originally 
proposed. Materials are al¬ 
ready arriving and the work 
on renovating the Barcadera 
Harbor is expected to fully 
commence hy the end of this 
year Projected completion 
date is IS-months to two 
years following 

The final negotiations 
were cited by those involved 
as "extensive, exhausting, 
and requiring great patience 
Mr. Boekhoudt and Minister 
of Finance, Telecommunica¬ 
tion. Utilities and Energy, Mr 
Mike De Meza expressed 
their gratitude to all parties 
involved in assisting, advis¬ 
ing, and sup polling these ef¬ 
forts directly and indirectly, 
including Anthony Geennan 
of the APA, who headed the 
supervisory board for the ne¬ 
gotiations.

pol and later as coordinator of 
the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and Extraa dinary 
Matters 

Eddie looks back with 
nostalgia at the Police Force 
of the past Tins was a big 
family, loved and well- 
known by the community. 
Everyone knew" each other 
and we lived together with 
the community. The contact 
with the community was im¬ 
portant whenever there was a 
m aj Dr in c: dent. C o mmum ■: a- 
tion was o f grand importance 
and there was mutual respect.

Netherlands: 

More convicted 
criminals will 
stay In jail 
pending an 
appeal 

More people who have been 
convicted of a crime will 
not be allowed out of jail 
pending an appeal, if new 
justice ministry proposals 
become law 

The rule will apply to 
people who h av e b e en given 
a jail term of at least two 
years, or one year if the 
crime involved human vic¬ 
tims. 

Although many people 
do have to stay in ] ad while 
waiting for their appeal to 
be heard, some are allowed 
out and are only locked up 
once the appeal process has 
been completed. 

Frustration 

Tins situation not only 
leads to frustration m vic¬ 
tims but undermines faith in 
the system, justice minister 
Ivd Qpstelten says in a 
bn efing to p arii ament. 

People who are eventu¬ 
ally found not guilty will be 
given compensation for the 
time spent in jail.

This means 
that families will no longer be coming to reside an Aruba. 
This means that the Camp will remain open with the same 
amount of military personnel The disadvantage will be far 
the owners a f houses who normally rented out to the marines 
stationed on Aruba for a long period and also private school 
far children. 

Former Minister of Defense, Hans Hiilen, remarked that he 
laments that the Dutch austerity program also affects Aruba. 
He also indicated that tins measure is but a proposition which 
still has to be approved by Parliament. Aruba still has the op¬ 
portunity to convince The Netherlands to not adopt these 
measures, especially as there are no major funds involved m 
the process 

With respect to the Coast Guard, according to Hiilen, this 
will remain unchanged. He indicated that the proposed 
changes for the Military Camp is simply an internal re-orga¬ 
nization in order to save some money 
During Hans Hiilen 1 s tenure as Minister of Defense, he suc¬ 
ceeded in maintaining the Marines Camp in Savaneta open 
despite the austerity measures announced back then. Aruba 
must now lobby to keep the Camp open without changes. 
Everyone must become aware of hie fact, though, that The 
Netherlands is taking measures to reduce their Defense 
budget.

Facebook 'Like' button 
is free speech right: 

US court 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hit¬ 
ting the" Like" button on Face- 
hook is an element of free 
speech protected by the US 
constitution, a federal court 
ruled Wednesday, in a ease 
closely watched by employ¬ 
ment lawyers. 

Hie US Court of Appeals 
based m Richmond, Virginia, 
made the judgment in the case 
of a Virginia sheriffs depart¬ 
ment worker who claimed he 
was fired for exercising his 
free speech rights -- in this 
case "liking" apolitical oppo¬ 
nent o fhis boss. 

"His conduct qualifies as 


speech, “ the court said m a S1 - 
page decision that sent the case 
back to a lower court for re¬ 
view of those issues. 

"In sum, liking apolitical 
candidate's campaign page 
communicates the user's ap¬ 
proval of the candidate and 
supports the campaign by as¬ 
sociating the user with it. 

"In tins way, it is the Inter¬ 
net. equivalent of displaying a 
political sign m one's front 
yard, which the Supreme 
Court has held is substantive 
speech." 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union and Facebook both 
filed legal briefs supporting 
the view that the "Like" button 
is protected speech. 

Tire ACLU brief said "lik¬ 
ing 4 something on Facebook 
"expresses a clear message -- 
one recognised by millions of 
Facebook users and non-Face- 
book users -- and is both pure 
speech and symbolic expres¬ 
sion that warrants constitu¬ 
tional protection "

More than 15,000 flee volcano 
in Indonesia 



JAKARTA (AFP) - More than 
15,000 people have now fled 
their homes since Mount 
Smabung in western Indonesia 
spectacularly erupted tins 
week, an official said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The volcano in North 
Sumatra province erupted for 
the first time m three years on 
Sunday, spewing rocks and 
red-hot ash onta nearby vil¬ 
lages, and has been rumbling 
ever since. 

Hie volcano sent a column 
of smoke as high as three kilo¬ 
metres (two miles) into the sky 
on Tuesday, forcing villagers 
outside the immediate "dan¬ 
ger" zonetD flee. 

"So far, 15,2S1 people have 
been evacuated in Id tempo¬ 
rary shelters across Karo dis¬ 
trict," district admmi strati on 
sp a ke sman Rob ert P eran gi - 
nan gin told AFP 

He said that some villagers, 
mostly men, had been return¬ 


ing to their homes by day to 
feed their cattle and returned to 
the shelters overnight. 

Authorities warned airlines 
to take care flying in the vi can¬ 
ity of the volcano, while some 
light aircraft were advised to 
avoid the area.

Tim Cook says Apple won't go down 
'junk* road 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Apple has no intention of 
competing in the "junk" seg¬ 
ment of the electronics market, 
chief executive Tim Cook 
says 

In an interview published 
Thursday as Apple prepared to 
launch sales of tw T o new 
iPhones, Cook said he remains 
unfazed by Apple's eroding 
share of die smartphone market 

"There's a segment of the 
market that really wants a 
product that does a lot for 
them, and 1 want to compete 
like crazy for those cus¬ 
tomers." 

Hie comments come with 
Apple facing criticism for 
maintaining a comparatively 
high price for its new iPhone 
5C, winch had been seen as a 
smartphone for emerging mar¬ 


kets and budget-conscious 
consumers. 

Hie iPhone 5C will sell for 
$549 m the United States, and 
higher in China and other mar¬ 
kets, where carrier subsidies 
are rare 

"We never had an objective 
to sell a low-cost phone," 
Cook told the magazine. "Our 


primary objective is to sell a 
great phone and provide a 
great experience, and we fig¬ 
ured out a way to do it at a 
lower cost." 

Cook said he was not overly 
concerned about the decline in 
Apple's stock price, which has 
fallen sharply since hitting a 
peak last year.

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Colonoscopies could 
reduce cancer risk by 
40 percent 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
colonoscopy every ID years 
could prevent 40 percent of 
colorectal cancers, according a 
massive US study out Wednes¬ 
day, supporting the effective¬ 
ness of the commonly-used 
test. 

Those with family history of' 
these types of cancer — the 
second-leading cause of can¬ 
cer deaths in the US -- should 
have more frequent screen¬ 
ings, the study m the New 
Engl and J o um at o f M s di cine 
said 

The results confirm the cur¬ 
rent rec o mm end ah on s fo r 
colonoscopies, offering evi¬ 
dence it is particularly useful 
m preventing cancers that 
originate m the proximal, or 
upper, part of the colon. 

"Our study provides strong 
evidence that colonoscopy is 
an effective technique for pre¬ 
venting cancers of bath distal 
and proximal regions of the 
colorectum," saulShuji Ogino, 
a lead author from the Havard 
School of Public Health. 

The screening is crucial m 
preventing proximal cancers, 
he explained, because another 
test, called sigmoidoscopy, 
uses a scape to examine only 
the lower p ait o f the colon and 
"alone is insufficient for pre¬ 
venting proxunal cancer/' 

Unlike sigmoidoscopy a 
colonoscopy examines she en¬ 
tire colon, using a camera- 


equipped device that also has 
tools to remove cysts and be¬ 
nign tumors. 

The authors analyzed data 
from nearly S9,0DO partici¬ 
pants in two long-term studies, 
basing thetr conclusions oil 
surveys completed every two 
years between 19SS and 2008. 

The researchers also ob¬ 
tained information on any 
colonoscopies and sigmoido¬ 
scopies conducted. They doc¬ 
umented 1,815 cases of 
colorectal cancer and 474 re¬ 
sulting deaths. 

They found that both 
screenings reduced the risk of 
developing, or dying from, 
colorectal cancers. 

But only tlie more complete, 
colonoscopy screening re¬ 
duced the risk of cancers in the 
upper part of the colon — 
though even still, its effects 
were less successful than for 
preventing lower bowel can¬ 
cers. 

They estimated that, if all 
the p articip ants had undergone 
a colonoscopy, the overall risk 
of colorectal cancers would 
have been reduced by 40 per¬ 
cent -- preventing 61 percent 
of lower colon cancers and just 
2 2 p ere ent o f up p er colo n c an - 
cers. 

The researchers speculated 
there may be molecular or bi¬ 
ological differences between 
upper and lower colon cancers 
behind the lower success rate.

Eleven firms to Join huge 
Brazil oil auction 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - At 
least 11 oil firms pad more 
than $9DO,00D each to join an 
auction next month for rights to 
explore Brazil's huge deepwa¬ 
ter Libra field, authorities said 
Thursday. 

The National Petroleum 
Agency did not identify the 
companies involved but 
Britain's BP and EG Group, as 
well as American firm Exxon¬ 
Mobil are not on the list, ac¬ 
cording to ANP director Magda 
Chambnard. 

The oil regulator chief said 
she expected about 40 compa¬ 
nies to bid for Libra. "Now, 
there is an international con¬ 
text," the oil regulator's chief 
said. 

The enormous Libra oil 
prospect, found in 2010, 


marked the largest oil discov¬ 
ery in Brazilian history. 

It is believed to hold be¬ 
tween eight and 12 billion bar¬ 
rels of recoverable oil, and 
covers an area of 1,500 square 
kilometers (600 square miles) 
m ultra deep oil fields. 

The auction, scheduled for 
October 21, will be for a 35- 
year non-renewable concession 
to work the field 

In 30 years, the Libra field 
could bring in returns of J403 
million -- 3135 million in roy¬ 
alties and $273 million in oil 
participation — according to 
Chambnard 

Next month's auction will be 
the first such sale since the 
2007 discovery of huge pre-salt 
deepwater reserves off south¬ 
eastern Erazil 


ANP estimates that those re¬

IMF supports Fed decision 
against stimulus taper 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
chief Chri stine Lagarde voiced 
her support Thursday for the 
US Federal Reserve's decision 
not to cut its stimulus, saying 
that was what the IMF recom¬ 
mended 

" For tli e mo merit, it's cle arly 
the approach that we Ve always 
recommended," she said, ad ay 
after the Fed stunned markets 
by not cutting its $35 billion a 
month bond-buying program 

Fed Chairman Ben 
Bemanke had spoken of a po¬ 
tential cutta the pro gram since 
May, but the IMF had repeat¬ 
edly cautioned against pulling 
m too early and too quickly, 
waiy of the impact it would 
have on the global economy. 


Bemanke said Wednesday 
that the Fed had decided to 
wait for more signs of strength 
in die economy and the jobs 
market before reducing its 
bond buys, which he had in 
June predicted could be com¬ 
pletely wound up by mid- 
2014 ' 

Lagarde told reporters that 
was what the IMF thought was 
the right course 

"The IMF has always said... 
tli at it should be gradual, that 
it should be based an data with 
clear - indication on what the 
criteria would be" for tapering 
the stimulus 

"We said it should be well- 
communicated, and we advo¬ 
cated a dialogue " 

"So clearly the decision that 


was communicated yesterday, 
and the various comments 
made by the chairman, show 
that it's exactly what we at the 
Fund have advocated.

Musi Cares Person of the Year 
award.

Colombians face threats, death for trying 
to reclaim land

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombians 
seeking ta return home and re¬ 
claim land lost in decades of 
war face threats and even death, 
Human Rights Watch said 
Tuesday 

Since 1935, the group said, 
4.S million people have been 
driven from their homes in the 
Latin American country where 
leftist rebels took up arms 
against the state nearly 50 years 
ago. The ensuing fighting has 
left as many as 6 00,000 dead. 

In total, HRW estimated, 
displaced Colombians left be¬ 
hind 6 million hectares of land 
as they sought safety — and 
now those returning home are 
being intimidated and face 
more abuse 

It documented 17 cases of 
killings of displaced land 


claimants and leaders since 
200S, m which it said 2 1 people 
lost their lives. 

These cases contain "cir¬ 
cumstances that provide com¬ 
pelling evidence that the attacks 
were motivated by the victims' 
land restitution efforts or ac¬ 
tivism," it said. 

Painting to a wider pattern, 
the group said that, as of Au¬ 
gust the Attorney General's of¬ 
fice reported it was probing 4 9 
cases of killings of "leaders, 
claimants, or participants m 
1 and restituti on matters" c am e d 
out in half af Colombia's 52 
states since 2000. In these re¬ 
ported cases, it. said, 56 people 
were murdered 

HRW also recorded more 
than 30 cases in which victims 
received “serious threats." as 


well as more than 50 cases of 
"new displacement m which 
restitution claimants fled their 
homes yet again because of' 
abuses related to their efforts to 
reclaim land, or similar ac¬ 
tivism " 

Many of those being tar¬ 
geted are reclaiming property 
through a new "Victims Law" 
enacted in 2Dll, it said, warn¬ 
ing that inaction could signifi¬ 
cantly worsen the situation 

'President (Juan Manuel) 
Santos is making a serious and 
unprecedented effort to return 
land, but violence and intimida¬ 
tion against displaced families 
attempting to return home 
threaten to sabotage his banner 
human rights initiative," Jose 
Miguel Vivanco, HRW's Amer¬ 
icas director said in a state¬ 


ment 

But “unless Colombia starts 
tD ensure justice for abuses 
against Land claimants, they 
will continue to be killed, 
threatened, and displaced for 
seeking to reclaim what's 
theirs." 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia have been 
waging an insurgency against, 
the state since 1964, making it 
the longest armed conflict in 
Latm America. 

Peace talks between the gov¬ 
ernment and (he FARC, which 
has an estimated S,DQ0 fighters, 
began in November in Havana 

A government commission 
recently estimated that 220,003 
people have lost their lives in 
the insurgency Other estimates 
run as high as (500,000 dead.

Boxing: Farmer champ Ken 

Norton dies at 70 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - For¬ 
mer bosmg champion Ken 
Norton, considered one of the 
greatest heavyweights of Ins 
era, died Wednesday of a he ail 
attack. Ins manager said He 
was 70 

The fighter was best known 
far beating Mohammad All m 
1973, breaking the Hall of 
Famer's jaw m the process. 

Norton passed away 
Wednesday afternoon at an 
Arizona care facility, said 
friend and manager Patrick 
Tenore. 

Norton who suffered a 
stroke last year, ended Ins bril¬ 
liant career with a re cord of 42 
wins, seven losses, one draw 
and 33 knockouts. 

He fought in die 1970s era of 
magnificent heavyweights — a 
group that also included All, 
George Foreman, Joe Frazier, 
Leon Spinks and Jimmy 
Young. 

"They called us handsome. 
Muhammad they called pretty. 
But die fairest of them all Ken 
Norton" Foreman wrote on Ins 
Twitter page Wednesday. 
“What a loss to all of us." 


Other tributes also quickly 
poured in for Norton, who was 
once given the title of the Fa¬ 
ther of the Year" by the Los 
Angeles Times m 1977. 

Norton was born in Jack¬ 
sonville, Illinois, and was an 
award-winning athlete in 
American football and track 
and field at Jacksonville High 
School. His prowess on the 
gridiron earned him a scholar¬ 
ship to Northeast Missouri 
State University. 

He started boxing during Ins 
four year-stmt in the United 
States Marine Corps, winch he 
joined m 19d 3. 

In March 1973, Norton 
shocked the boxing world by 
winning a split decision over 
All at the San Diego Sports 
Arena. 

He would go on to fight All 
twice more, losing both times. 
He lost a split decision to Ail 
later m 1973 and by a unani¬ 
mous decision in 197(5 at Yan¬ 
kee Stadium 

In 1974, Norton fought and 
lost to Foreman in Venezuela 
for the World Boxing Council 
and World Boxing Association

heavyweight titles. The fight 
was stopped in the second 
round after Foreman knocked 
him down three times. 

Norton, who was nicknamed 
"The Black Hercules", also 
fought Holmes, losing his title 
late tn Ins career to the up-and- 
coming heavyweight in 1973. 
It was the first defense of the 
WBC title for Norton, who 
fought in the era where cham¬ 
pionship fights lasted 15 
rounds. 

Former heavyweight champ 
Mike Tyson sad he met Norton 
when Tyson was still an ama¬ 
teur b oxer 

Norton had what some called 
an unconventional style. He 
would lean forward backing Ins 
opponent up while holding 
bo tie arms up high and across 
Ins face like he was looking 
through the bars of a gridiron 
helmet. 

That style helped him win 
scares o f fights and after he re¬ 
tired he starred in movies, ap- 
pearing in about 30 Hollywood 
films. 

The character of Apollo 
Creed in "Rocky 13 was origi¬ 
nally going to be played by 
Norton, but when he back out 
of the role, Carl Weathers took 
the job. 

Norton was involved in a se¬ 
rious car accident m 1936 on 
Mulholland Drive m Los An¬ 
geles. He recovered, and three 
years later he was inducted to 
tiie World Boxing Hall of 
Fame 

Reflecting a strong athletic 
pedigree, one of Norton's sons, 
Ken Jr., played in the National 
Football League far the Dallas 
Cowboys and San Francisco 
49ers.

Baseball: Japan 
league chief quits 
over baOl scandal

TOKYO (AFP) - Hie chief of 
Japanese professional baseball 
resigned Thursday ending 
months of calls for him to go 
after the former diplomat ad¬ 
mitted Ins office secretly 
changed the design of balls ta 
pra duce more home runs. 

Nippon Professional Base¬ 
ball (NPB) commissioner 
Ryozo Kato had been under 
pressure since the scandal 
erupted in June, but the 72- 
year-old steadfastly refused to 
step down until now 

“I am responsible for all the 
trouble caused to baseball fans 
and people concerned about the 
ball changes," he told a news 
conference with owners of the 
league's 12 teams m attendance. 

Kata cited hall design as 
"one of the major reasons" for 
lus decision to quit His reign 
will finish when the regular sea¬ 
son ends next month. 

He took up the post in 2003 
after serving as Japan's ambas¬ 
sador to Washington for nearly 
seven years. 

The Japan Professional Base¬ 
ball Players Association had 
called on Kato to quit for being 
"passive™ and "avoiding re¬ 
sponsibility". 


After m onths o f rep eate d de - 
mals and a huge surge in home 
runs this season, Hie league ad¬ 
mitted on June 11 that it. had 
changed specifications of the 
halls -- each winch bear Kata's 
signature — to give it greatei 
bounce off die bat 

Tlieleague also admitted that 
it had demanded its manufac¬ 
turer keep quiet about the 
switch. 

The day after tiie revelation, 
Kato told a news conference he 
had been unaware of any 
change and refused to step 
down At that point die number 
of home runs had already 
jumped 40 percent from a year 
before. 

The scandal came to the fore 
again on Sunday after former 
US major leaguer Wladimir 
Balentien set a new season 
home-run record, surpassing 
die 55 homers set by Japan's 
home-run king Sadaharu Oh 
nearly half a century ago. 

Balentiea a 29-year-aid na¬ 
tive of die Dutch Caribbean is¬ 
land of Curacao, had smacked 
5 S home runs as of Wednesday, 
wed ahead of his nearest rival 
with 37.
